The crown prince of Germany and 


Princess Victoria were married in the 
historic chapel of the palace of St. 
James on Jan. 25, 1858. 
The weddlnz 


was remarkable for the display of ccs 
tumes, the nervousness of the crow: 
prince and the childish simplicity ol 
the princess. 


The empress was a devoted wife and 


mother. 
During the Franco-Prussia- 


wrir the empress kept as near her hu« 
band as sht> could, and when hostilifif F 
were ended and Frederick wont to Par!' 
to assist in arranging term? of peace 
the princess accompanied him. 


Eight children were bora of tl|p nnior 


including, of course, Frederick William

REDUCTI6N MOVEMENT 


Fails to Pass Preliminary Test 


at Fall River 


NO PBOFIT IN FEINT MILLS 


While Present High Wage Scale Re- 


malus la Force—Manufacturer* Dis- 
solve Selling fool—Origin of tbe 
Agreement and Its Workings 


Fall HIver, Mass., Aug. C.—The paper 


to be signed by the manufacturers ot 
this city intended to bring abbut a re- i 
tluctlou of 15 percent in the wages of 
print cloth mill operatives, which re- 
duction it was proposed to go Into ef- 
fect on Sept. 3, Is not being signed. 


The intention wiis to present the pa- 


per to the manufacturers Immediately 
following yesterday's meeting, at which 
the selling committee, or local pool for 
handling the mill production, was dis- 
solved. 
It was the intention of the 


promoters 'Of the reduction movement 
to secure some signatures at once, but 
so many of tha manufacturers left ab- 
ruptly after the meeting closed 
that 


nothing was done towards requesting 
the representatives of the mills to sign. 
Last night it was stated that in a meas- 
ure those manufacturers favoring a re- 
duction were greatly 
disappointed. 


They had hoped that the reports of the 
sub-committee, favoring a dissolution 
of the selling committee, would be ac- 
cepted, and thereafter a movement 
•tarted in the committee favoring a re- 
duction in wages, this action to form 
the last item of the btisiness as the com- 
mittee wcut out of existence. 


As the matter now stands, the paper 


is expected to be passed by the execu- 
tive committee of the Manufacturers' 
association, and there is no means of 
knowing in what way the work will 
be carried on. The present wage scale, 
represented by 19.8 cents per cut, is the 
highest in force for many years, and has 
remained In force as a high wage scale 
for a longer period than 
any for 20 


years. 
With prints selling at 2 9-10 


cents per yard and cotton at the present 
price of 8 1-2 cents per pound, there is 
no profit to be obtained by the print 
mills. 


It is said among the labor union men 


that should a wage reduction be at- 
tempted It would provoke labor troubles. 
For some time, it is estimated, fine goods 
mills have been prosperous, declaring 
substantial dividends and running reg- 
ularly. 
It is also claimed that not 


enough signatures will be placed on the 
paper to moke the plan operative. 


The vote dissolving the selling com- 


mittee ends the most unique experiment 
in the history "of New England cotton 
manufacturing. 
In October, 1898. fol- 


lowing the advent of several trust pro- 
moters, who sought to obtain control of 
the Fall Elver mills, tbe representatives 
of the mills making plain goo'ds came to- 
gether and formed an agreement to have 
the selling of goods* done through a 
pool. 
At first but four, styles-of-goods 


were placed in charge qf ^an advisory 
committee, who were represented in the 
market by two trustees, themselves 
agents and treasurers of local corpora- 
tions. 


In September. 1899, the original agree- 


ment was extended in its provisions so 
that all plain ;goods' under S3 inches 
Wide were to be sold through the com- 
mittee. 
Efforts were made, without 


success, at different times, to have wide 
goods of plain manufacture Included in 
the agreement. 
When the last agree- 


ment was arrived at two members were 
added to the advisory committee, mak- 
ing seven In all, with the two trustees 
who were not allowed membership, 
making nine treasurers who controlled 
the selling of 30 corporations. 


In brief, the system of selling wa$ 


this: 
The trustees established head- 


quarters In the Manufacturers' associa- 
tion rooms, and received orders from 
brokers or from osers direct. 
The or- 


ders were apportioned in accordance 
with the position of a mill on a list pre- 
pared by the committee, and this posi- 
tion was determined in large measure, 
by the amount of goods that were con- 
signed by the mills for sale. 


The prices were fixed by the advisory 


committee, the trustees having no direct 
roice in the matter, but at all times their 
suggestions were received. 
Tbe ad- 


visory committee met weekly in regular 
meeting, and as often in addition as 
market conditions demanded. 
The 


prices that were fixed were sent to 
brokers who did business with the com- 
mittee and were immediately posted in 
the great textile ti^de centers.

The proclamation threatens General

The American officials believe the 


proclamation was really written by 
Agoncillo (the former representative of 
Aguinaldo in Europe) at Hong Kong, 
and that he probably has never seen 
Malvar.

'LOWERED A RECORD 


Walt hour Them Met Wltb an Accident 


and Lost Race to Stlnson 


New York, Aug. 6.-— Will Stinson won 


the 15-aile motor-paced race on the In- 
door cycle track at Madison 'Square 
Garden last night. The other competi- 
tor was Bobbie Walthour, bu^he was 
Only a contender for a little ^er two 
miles, when a bad accident put him out 
of the race, after he had broken the 
world's indoor record in the first and 
second miles. 


The men started from' opposite sides 


of the track, Walthour being the first 
to catch his pace. 
At the end of the 


first mile neither had made any per- 
ceptilVs gain, and tbe time, 1*9 1-3, 
clipped 2 1-5 seconds off the world's 
indoor record- 
VT alt-hour increased his 


pace in the second mile, and was nearly 
-a half lap ahead at the end of it, in 
8 :21 1-5, which is 1 1 seconds ahead of the 
best previous record. 


In the first mile the chain of the front 


wheel on Stinson's pacing machine 
broke, and in the first hip of the third 
mile a secoaikmachlne-was brought out 
to replace the broken one. It had only 
made one circuit of the track and was 
going at a fairly swife pace when Wal- 
thour's motor collided with it on the 
turn down the stretch. 
The pedals of 


both motors collided; throwing both ma- 
chines and riders heavily. 
Walthour 


was so stunned by the fail that he was 
unable to cut in bjSMnd Sfthson and keep 
np with the pace. -

After riding a few laps Walthour dis- 


mounted and retired from the contest, 
receiving the referee's permission to clo 
so. 
Stinson finished out the 15 miles 


in 27:37 2-5, winning the race. 


Walthour was badly shaken up, but 


received fio serious Injury. 
One of his 


pacemakers received a" severe scalp 
wound. 
There were several spills dur- 


ing the evening, in which at least a dozen 
riders were painfully, but not badly, in- 
jured, In the fifth heat of the one-mile 
amateur handicap, seven of the ten 
starters fell, one of them from tbe high- 
est point of the steeply-banked track,

It is estimated that at least 35 


persons were in the five buildings when 
the explosion occurred, and the exact 
number of dead -will probably not be 
known for 24 hours. 


The buildings were occupied as fol- 


lows: 
No. 1008, Houseman's pool and 


billiard rooms; 1010, Morris Rosenthal's 
second-hand clothing store, occupied by 
Kosenthal, his wife and five children; 
1012, William Jones, colored, restaurant, 
occupied by Jones and about 15 board- 
ers; 1014, Gorge^ McClemmy's grocery 
store, occupied by McClemmy, clerk and 
servant girl; 1016, Patrick Quigley's 
grocery store, occupied by Quigley, his 
wife, three children and his uncle; 1018, 
Albert Mountain's grocery and "meat 
Btore, occupied by Mountain, mother, 
sister and clerk. 


jThe explosion occurred about 9:30 


o'clock. 
What exploded and how it 


happened is not known at this time, 
but it is believed to have been a barrel 
of gasolene in one of the grocery stores. 
With the exception of 1008. the front 
walls of the buildings were blown out- 
ward into the street, while the roofs and 
floors were blown upward and 
fell 


straight to the ground. 
Almost every 


building in a radius of two blocks about 
the scene of the explosion had windows 
shattered and were otherwise damaged. 
Every building on the opposite side of 
Locust street was more or less wrecked, 
but none of them fell. 


A terrible cry went up from the ruins 


the moment the explosion occurred. Oc- 
cupants of the wrecked houses could be 
seen crawling from the debris, while 
the agonizing cries of others were heat d 
In the wreckage. 
From all the sur- 


rounding buildings injured people came 
running and fell in the street uncon- 
scious. 
Fire broke out in the debris 


the moment it settled to the ground, and 
In less than five minutes the great pile 
was burning from end to end. 
Here 


and there a person was dragged from 
the ruins before the fire could reach 
the victim, several lives being saved by 
this prompt work. 


When the firemen arrived the flames 


were igniting tbe buildings across the 
street. 
The fire, however, with the 


exception of a small blaze here and 
there, was extinguished in a few min- 
utes. 
, 


The work of digging away the ruins 


was then liogtiu in earnest. While the 
work of rescue was going on in the ex- 
ploded block, hospital attendants and 
others made a search of all Hie damaged 
honses on the opposite side of the street, 
and almost a score of persons were tak- 
en from these places to the various hos- 
pitals, which were soon crowded with 
patients. 


The buildings containing 
the pool 


rooms, clothing store and tlie rest.aurani 
were three-story brick structures, while 
the other three buildings were 2 1-2 
stories. 


At 2 o'clock this morning the rescuers 


came across the inanimate body of a 
colored woman, but the woman was 
alive and asked for water. 
She was 


placed in an ambulance and sent to a 
hospital. 
She had been in the ruins 


4 1-2 hours.

date of last nigh*, says: 


Patrick

PROFIT IN RAISING MAINE. 


Contractor Snya He's Sure Spaniard* 


Dleir lip Our Ship. 


Much was told about the battleship 


Maine recently by N. P. Chamberlain 
of the firm that has the contract for 
raising the sunken war vessel. Mr. 
Chamberlain arrived at New York 
from Havana the ether day on the 
steamship Morro Castle. The Maine, 
Mr. Chamberlain said, undoubtedly was 
blown up by the Spaniards. 
He fur- 


nished facts to bear out his assertion, 
says the New York Press. 


The work of raising the Maine, he 


said, would be profitable, as there is 
on board the ship ammunition that cost 
$500,000, of which 90 per cent Is in 
good condition. Another Item la in 
the furnishings of! the Maine. 


"It is known to many persons In Ha- 


vana," said Mr. Chamberlain, "that the 
Maine was sunk by the Spaniards. 
When the ship anchored in the harbor 
of Havana, gun cotton was stored In 
the arsenal there. Soon after she an- 
chored the Alfonso XII anchored close 
beside her, so that her shadow fell al- 
most dijectly on the Maine. 
There 


was only a space of 30 feet between 
the two vessels In which there was 
light After the Alfonso had anchored 
TOO pounds of gun cotton was taken on 
board of her fr,om the arsenal, and 
three men were hired to explode it 
against the Maine.

not adulterated, and the native coffee

Brazil. 


"On the island there is now in use a

I think the time IB not far distant when 
you will produce more than you can 
consume, and as your marvelous rail- 
road transportation and your Inventive 
spirit allow you to produce cheap de- 
spite high wages you will certainly be 
able to compete in the foreign markets 
and eventually to control some of them.

Organization Perfected and Demand* 


Formulated. 


TheWorking Women of America have 


elected officers and adopted a wage 
scale, says a Chicago dispatch to the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. The rules 
governing the demands are as follows: 


Rule 1.—Work shall not begin before 5:80 a. m. 


end shall cense when the evening's dishes are 
v. ashed and put away. Two hours each afternoon 
and an evcr.Uiir at least twice a week shall be al- 
lowed the domestic a» her own. 


Rule 2 —There tliaU be no opposition on the 


part of the mistress to club life en the part of tha 
domestic. 
Entertainment, of friends in limited 


numbers 6h*ll not be prohibited, proTided the do- 
mestic furnishes her own refreshments. 


Rule 3.—Gentlemen friends shall not be barred 


Irom the kitchen or bjck porch. Members of the 
family of the house shall not interrupt the conver- 
sation arising during eaid visit. 


Rule 4.—Domestics shall be allowed Buch boon 


off on Monday as will permit them to visit the 
bargain counters of the itoreg and enjoy on that 
day the same privileges enjoyed by the mistress 
Mid her daughters. 


Rule 5.—All complaints shall be made to the 


business meetings of the uniu'«. The question o{ 
wages shall be settled at time of employment, and 
Us reduction shall be allowed. 


Three hundred members belong to 


the organization. The officers are as 
follows: President. May Murphy; re- 
cording secretary, Stella Wendt; finan- 
cial secretary, Margaret Keehn; treas- 
urer, Hannah Johnson. This is the 
scale of union wages of servants: 
Cooks and housekeepers, $3 to $7 a 
week; general and second girls, ?4 to $5 
a week; young and inexperienced girls, 
53 to §4 a week.
